NINE STUNTS WITH MUSIC 


Here are nine general music ideas to help you sell show. 
Use any or all of them, and watch your box-office re- 
ceipts soar to the skies. The contests are easy to run 
and simple enough to bring in a record number of en- 
trants. All the stunts are inexpensive, and worth far 
more than the little effort they'll cost you. 


PROLOGUE CONTEST 
During the week preceding 
your show, run an improptu 
contest on stage for the local 
singers. They each sing a verse 
of their favorite love song, 
while applause decides the 
winner. 


SELL MUSIC IN LOBBY 


Tie up with the biggest music 
store or department in town, 
and have them put up a music 
stand in your lobby. A display 
of all Warren and Dubin hits, 
and a pretty girl at the piano 
singing songs from film will 
put it over with a bang. 


SONGS ON DISPLAY 
Fix up a lobby display of old 
and new love song title pages, 
asking patrons to vote for their 
favorites. , 


TITLE IN NOTES 
For a bang-up lobby display, 
arrange some musical notes on 
a blown-up score. Each note 
carries a letter of show’s title. 


1-DAY CONTEST 
Run a one-day newspaper con- 
test for the best story of how 
a famous love song was writ- 
ten. Or publish the names of 


BIG BABY STUNT 


For a laugh street bally, get a big 
over-grown fellow — the muggier 
looking he is the better your stunt 
— and put him in a baby carriage, 
and have him wheeled around the 
main streets. Signs on the carri- 
age say: “Cut out the lullabies,

PRIZE TO DANCERS 


Most public dances or balls have 
a dance contest of some kind. If 
there are any dances in town dur- 
ing the run of your show, offer 
ducats to the prize-winning 
couple. If not, you can work the 
stunt at one of the local night 
spots. Announcement of the prize 
by master of ceremonies gives 
your show a nice plug, of course. 
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five love songs, with a prize 
for the one who can name the 
the writers of each. Prizes in 
both cases are ducats, of 
course. 


TOWN LOVE SONG 
Try a contest for the town’s 
most popular love song. Organ- 
ist or pit band plays a group 
of them after the perform- 
ance, and applause decides the 
winning song. 


LIST OF TITLES 
Have your patrons hand in a 
list of love song titles at the 
box-office. Longest list wins 
ducats. 


STAGE SHOW 
As a prologue on your stage 
for opening night, hire a pair 
of singers — girl and boy. In 
crinoline costumes, they sing 
a group of old love songs in a 
garden setting. 


RADIO CONTEST 
Get your local radio station to 
cooperate with you on a 
‘““Write Me A Love Song” con- 
test for local amateur com- 
posers. Selected number of en- 
tries are played on the air and 
write-ins decide the winner, 
who gets cash or ducats. 


NO-LAUGH CONTEST 


With so many comedians in your 
show, you have a perfect set-up 
for a laugh contest. Rope off a 
section of your theatre for the 
patrons who wish to enter, and 
station some judges there as well. 
Prizes go to those who can sit 
through entire performance with- 
out cracking a smile.

WORDS FROM TITLE 


Announce in your ad that you will 
award ducats to the five people 
handing in the longest lists of 
words made up of the letters in 
the title. Or award the prizes to 
the first lists of more than fifty 
that are handed in at the box-of- 
fice. Chances are that the too- 
late-comers will buy tickets any- 
way. 


EX PLOITIATIGN 


ALL-ANGLE CAMPAIGN 


PLUG “SIX-STAR” SHOW WITH 
ROTATING DISPLAY ON FRONT 


You've got a six-star show to sell, so why not play up 
the fact and do it with a display for your theatre? 
Take a big circle of heavy cardboard or beaverboard, 
and cut out a large star from the middle of it. Be- 
bind this you have a rotating circle with stills or draw- 
ings of each of the stars, which operates on a small 
motor. Star faces, of course, are seen — one by one 
— through the star opening. Copy around the star 
plugs the six-star show. Your mechanic and artist can 
rig it up between them with a minimum of expense. 
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PLAY UP HERBERT'S COMEDY 


Hugh Herbert, as Hammerschlag, the kleptomaniac, 
is the comedy riot of the season, so play up his angle 
with these simple stunts. Spot the newspapers with 
“If you’ve lost anything, call Siegfried Hammerschlag 
— Strand Theatre.” Or send spottily-dressed fellow 
out on the streets with all sorts of merchandise tied 
onto him. Sign on his back reads: “‘Hammerschlag 
didn’t have such a bad idea. See him in ‘Sing Me A 
Love Song’ at the Strand.”’ Another angle is to put a 
pile of heralds on a table outside the theatre, with a 
sign reading: “Kleptomaniacs! Help yourself, with the 
compliments of Hammerschlag.”’ 


PLAY UP “LOVE” 


Play up the love angle — it’s always popular, 
there’s plenty of romance in the picture, and the 
title is a natural for tie-up copy. 


VALENTINE’S DAY 
If your play-date falls near February 14 — Valen- 
tine’s Day to lovers! — stationers will be glad to 
plug your show in window displays of Valentines. 

INVITE NEWLYWEDS 

Present all local brides and grooms of the month 
with guest tickets to the show. 

WEDDING BELLS 
Hang some trick wedding bells in your lobby. 
They play the Wedding March when tapped. 


FURNITURE TIE-UP 


Get furniture stores to take co-op ads with you, 
plugging furniture for brides, and ‘The Little 
House That Love Built’’ from your show. Try get- 
ting window displays, too. 


BRIDE SALES 


January is a good month for sales and for brides. 
Interest local merchants in running “Bride Sales,” 
taking co-op ads. Department stores, gift shops, 
jewelers, and women’s apparel shops are all nat- 
urals for this kind of a stunt, and travel agencies 
will probably get on the band-wagon to promote 
honeymoon trips. 


SWEETHEARTS NIGHT 
Have a ‘Sweethearts Night,’ promoting prizes 
from confectioners and florists for handsomest 
couple, best singing couple, and first couple to 
arrive at the box office.

‘NUTS’ IN FILM SUGGEST 
SWELL TIE-UP WITH NUT SHOP 


A nut store promotion is a natural gag for your show, 
on the angle that Hugh Herbert is nuts in the picture. 
Tie up with store selling them, and get a nice window, 
with copy reading something like this: “Best nuts in 
town are Hugh Herbert in ‘Sing Me A Love Song’ at 
the Strand, and Selby’s fresh roasted nuts — for sale 
here.” Try to get them to make up a throwaway — 
an envelope with a plug for show on one side and 
their own plug on the other side, and a sample of their 
wares inside, of course. Copy might read: ‘“‘Nuts to 
you, with the compliments of Blanktown’s most pop- 
ular nuts — Hugh Herbert in ‘Sing Me A Love Song’ 
and Selby’s fresh roasted nuts!”’ 
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DOUBLE DUTY FOR BALLY GIRL 


Send out a pretty girl to walk the streets wearing a 
sign which says: “Sing Me a Love Song at the Strand 
Tonight.” Same girl appears on your stage that night, 
and invites the amateur crooners in the audience to 
step up, one by one, and sing her a love song. Singer 
who gets the most applause wins a promoted prize, 
and — if you think it won’t cause any adverse com- 
ment — a kiss from the bally girl. If you think it will, 
have them dance together. 


VITAPHONE SHORTS 


“PIGS IS PIGS” (Merrie Melodies Series). A de- 
lightful color ‘cartoon loaded with plenty of gags 
which are sure to hit the right spot. 

(7 minutes—No. 2205) 


“REEL VAUDEVILLE” (Big Time Vaudeville Se- 
ries). Harry Rose as master of ceremonies with a 
sparkling array of variety talent. (10 minutes—No. 2605) 


“JOE PALOOKA in THE BLONDE BOMBER” with 
Robert Norton and Shemp Howard (Broadway 
Brevity Series).

With a large department store for the setting of your 
show, there are all kinds of stunts that can be worked 
in cooperation with the local department stores. Have 
the heads see the show at a preview and they’ll be 100% 
sold. Then get your tie-ups working about a week be- 
fore show opens, so that the whole town will be SING 
ME A LOVE SONG conscious by your opening day. Here 


are suggestions: 


MUSIC WINDOW 

You should get as many music 
windows as there are music 
and department stores in town. 
Give them plenty of stills and 
window cards. And for good- 
will, give girls who plug songs 
at the music counters passes 
to show. 


DRESS DISPLAY 
See if Department stores will 
give you dress windows, if you 
provide them with blow-ups of 
Patricia Ellis. 


MODEL HOME 

If there’s a model home on 
display in the furniture de- 
partment, get them to plug it 
as “The Little House That 
Love Built.”” You might get a 
furniture window, too, using 
the song title in the copy. 


TOY TRAIN PLUG 
For the toy window — an elec- 
tric train, with the sides ban- 
nered with announcements of 
your show, would be an effec- 
tive eye-catcher. 


LUCKY NUMBER 
Announce in your co-op ads 


WHO'S BEST ZASU? 


ZaSu Pitts has thousands of ama- 
teur, as well as professional, im- 
itators, so why not cash in on that 
with a contest? Hold it on stage 
after one of the performances, 
with a previous announcement in 
your ad. Best ZaSu impersonator 
Wins a prize. 
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PROVERB CONTEST 


Offer guest tickets to the folks 
who send in five proverbs, or lines 
of poetry, each one beginning 
with one of the words of the title. 
Here's your example: SING a song 
of sixpence a pocket full of rye. 
ME-lodious birds sing madrigals. 
A stitch in time saves nine. LOVE 
me and the world is mine. SONG 
charms the senses. 


that the store will give a num- 
bered ticket with each pur- 
chase of over one dollar. The 
lucky number gets a prize 
from one department of the 
store. Can work this with all 
stores in town if you want to. 
Runners-up get ducats. 


DUCATS FOR MERIT 
Award ducats to department 
store employees whom the 
heads think merit it by their 
records — for sales, efficiency, 
best promotion idea of the 
week, etc. Should rate a news 
story. 


THEATRE PARTIES 
Arrange theatre parties for 
groups of department store 
employees. They’re bound to 
be interested in picture, so try 
selling them. And be sure that 
all employees get heralds. 


BENEFIT NIGHT 

Store organization might be 
interested in selling tickets to 
raise money for their sick- 
benefits fund or some other 
worthy cause. If response is 
big, turn over house to them 
for one performance. 


PLUG SONG TITLE 


The song title, ““That’s The Least 
You Can Do For A Lady,” is a 
perfect catch phrase for merchan- 
dising all kinds of feminine arti- 
cles. If possible get commercial 
hours to use both song and title . 
on the air. For example: ‘‘Atten- 
tion, gentlemen! — Why not buy 
your best girl a fur coat at Ben- 
del’s. That’s the least you can do 
for a lady.” (Song follows) . 
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COSMETIC WINDOW 


Get your biggest local drug store 
to give you a cosmetic window, 
with plenty of plugs for the show. 
For instance: ‘Perfume that whis- 
pers ‘Sing Me A Love Song’.”’

PAIR MAKE THE ROUNDS 


Hire talented boy and girl to make 
rounds of night spots together. They 
occupy table like regular guests, and at 
appropriate time, girl cries out, ‘Sing 
Me A Love Song.” With orchestra 
playing, boy rises and sings her song 
from show, stunt ending up with a 
duet. Band leader gives you your plug. 


‘TRAMP’ MUSICIANS 


Get three ballyers to dress up like 
‘tramp’ musicians, to go about town 
plugging the songs. All the better, if 
one of them can sing. Between num- 
bers, they mention picture, handing 
out heralds to passersby. Really can go 
to town on this if musicians make that 
extra effort to please. 


BALLY RECORD 


If you want to plug the 
film’s songs in right style, 
then these regular 10 inch 
discs are just the thing 
you need. One minute is 
allowed on each side for 
putting in some ballying. 
If used properly, they'll 
have whole town hum- 
ming your tunes in no 
time. The P.A. system, 
bally truck, or radio sta- 
_ tion are the right medi- 
ums for putting across 
your message. Only 75c. 
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You'll want to go big on the music 
angle, because film boasts of sev- 
eral hit tunes. So we’ve gotten up 
a complete campaign for the mu-

He knows nothing about the 
store, so decides to enter it as a 
clerk, incognito. He hears plenty 
about himsetf.

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recognized as one of the most beautiful actresses of Hollywood. 
For that reason her hints to the beautiful and near-beautiful 


are of real interest. 

Here is what she has to say 
about it: 

‘¢Pere Westmore, head of War- 
ner Bros.’ make-up department, is 
always taking me for what he 
calls the perfect example of the 
round face type. 

‘‘Now, I don’t know whether 
that’s complimentary or not, but 
I have learned many make-up 
tricks, through him, that I imagine 
would be of use to other girls who 
have my shape of face. 

‘‘Rouge is more effectively worn 
by the round face type of woman 
than by any other with the pos- 


sible exception of the normal face. 


‘¢Since the chin contours are 
accentuated neither in length nor 
breadth, the hair may be worn 
with equal success off the fore- 
head and cheeks, or off the fore- 
head but brought down slightly on 
the cheeks. For summer, I have 
my hair cut very short in a boy- 
ish bob, and wear it brushed until 
it is sleek and shiny, the only 
wave coming at the very tips of 
the front ends, which turn forward 
slightly on the cheeks. 

‘<Then, since I am not only 
blonde, but have become very sun- 
tanned, I use lipstick and rouge 
with an orange cast, and combine 
them with clothes in many shades 
of tans and browns, a scheme I 


have been told is at once effective 
and unusual. 

‘CA great latitude is permissible 
in the application of lipstick. The 
lips may be arched if they have 
thin broad lines, or widened at 
either side if the mouth is small. 

‘<TIn my early teens, I was often 
troubled by an irritated skin con- 
dition. I cured it by sun-baths, 
keeping pores clean, and eating 
plenty of fresh fruits and vege- 
tables. Those last habits are 
necessary to the well-being of 
every skin. But the sun, I am con- 
vineed, was the best treatment. 

‘CNow, over a period of four 
years spent in Southern California, 
I have trained myself to spend 
hours in the ‘hot sun without 11] 
effect. This last winter, in Palm 
Springs, I took a two hour sun 
bath in the desert while my friends 
were all inside sipping cold lemon- 
ade and moaning about the heat. 

‘¢Tf you take a sun bath, daily, 
over a period of months, I’d- like 
to bet that your skin, no matter 
how blemished it may be, will take 
on an improved appearance. 

Miss Ellis has the romantic 
lead in ‘‘Sing Me a Love Song,’’ 
which combines lilting music, hil- 
arious comedy, romance and spe- 
clialty numbers. 


“The motto of the school,” says 
ZaSu, “will be Just Sing.’ Now, 
I never knew I could sing. But 
when Director Raymond Enright 
told me I had to sing ‘Carry Me 
Back to the Lone Prairie,’ I just 
opened my mouth and let the 
words come out. To my complete 
surprise, I found I could sing. 

“One thing that the ZaSu 
School of Voice Culture will em- 
phasize will be gestures. It’s a 
shame the way some singers let 
their hands do nothing while they 
sing. Now me, I put real mean- 
ing into my voice with my hands. 
And I think gestures can express 
melody as well as thought. 

“T admit that I had help with 
this first song of mine. I was 
accompanying James Melton. In 
my opinion, he’s just about the 
best tenor there is. Your bash- 
ful sort of beginner wouldn’t 
have had the nerve to face a 
microphone accompanied by 
James Melton. But not me. I 
just put all I had into the words 
I knew. And when I didn’t know 
them, I just moved my mouth, 
silently, like a fish, and let him 
carry on.” 

The fact is that Miss Pitts’ 
first rendition of the song prac- 
tically stopped the filming of the 
picture. The cast just couldn’t 
take it. They were hard boiled 
showmen, who have seen and 
heard everything in their time. 
But the trembling, hesitant Pitts 
voice raised in a cowboy lament, 
with finger flutterings, was more 
than they could stand. 

Patricia Ellis, Hugh Herbert, 
Allen Jenkins, Hobart Cavanaugh, 
Walter Catlett and Nat Pendle- 
ton couldn’t go on with their 
own respective roles until they 
recovered from the ZaSu _ rendi- 
tion. 

This newest of singers modest- 
ly says that she’s just a country 
girl. Born in Parsons, Kansas, 
she grew up in Santa Cruz, Calif. 
Her first experience was in school 
theatricals. Her screen career be- 
gan with a part in “The Little 
Princess” with Mary Pickford. 

The question that ZaSu is most 
often asked is, “How come you 
have such a funny name?” Seems 
that the new Pitts arrival, the 
date was January 3, 1900, was a 
very cute baby, as one can im- 
agine. Consequently each admir- 
ing aunt, Liza and Susan, insist- 
ed that the child be named after 
her. So Mother Pitts comprom- 
ised by taking the “za” from Liza 
and the “Su” from Susan. 

ZaSu has done pretty well in 
the picture business. She has 
stayed right on top of the heap 
a considerably longer time than 
most “names” in the business. 
Reports about her work in “Sing 
Me a Love Song” indicate that 
she’s going to keep staying on 
top. 

But just the same, she’s going 
to find time for that “ZaSu 
School of Voice and Hand Cul- 
ture.” As just one sidelight on 
the originality with which Miss 
Pitts will conduct instruction, 
there’s going to be a special de- 
partment for hesitant pupils. 
Each of those pupils will practice 
singing in a bathtub. You know 
how bathtubs are. They bring 
song out of anybody. Miss Pitts 
has the role of Patricia Ellis’ 
chum in “Sing Me a Love Song.”

A movie star has to be a combination of boxer, efficiency 
expert, gladhander, business executive, writer, public rela- 
tions counsel, dietician, musician, style authority, singer, ra- 
dio performer, accountant, sportsman, memory expert and a 
couple of dozen other things, including actor. 

Take the case of James Melton. One of the biggest names 


in radio and in song, he is now 
playing in his second picture, 
“Sing Me a Love Song,” the Cos- 
mopolitan production, released 
through First National, which 
Comes to. the 2.4.00... Theatre 
Olea ae racecar hes His first was 
“Stars Over Broadway.” His 
third will follow soon, and War- 
ner Bros. have him signed to a 
contract providing two more pro- 
ductions next year. 

During the filming of “Sing Me 
a Love Song,” the alarm clock 
rang promptly at six in the Mel- 
ton home. And James had to 
jump out of bed without any sec- 
ond wink, for he had a lot to 
do during a sixteen hour work- 
ing day. 

“For an actor carrying the ob- 
ligations that go with a leading 
role, every day’s work is like 
preparing for a bout for the 
heavyweight championship,” de- 
elared Melton, warming up to 
telling the story of a day. “He 
has to keep in training as care- 
fully as a fighter does, and in 
much the same way. 

“T start off with some vigorous 
setting-up exercises, no lazy ones. 
Then a workout with the punch- 
ing bag. 

“Breakfast consists of coffee 
and orange or grapefruit juice, 
which you'll admit isn’t much for 
a man carrying six feet-two and 
185 pounds. Speaking of weight, 
a few weeks before the picture 
started, I went through a much 
more rigid training schedule than 
I am doing now. I chopped off 
fifteen pounds that way. 

“In fact, I lost weight so fast 
that I had to have daily facial 
treatments to keep my skin tight- 
ened up. That may sound a bit 
‘sissy’ to men outside of the show 
business. But an actor’s face is 
his merchandise, and he has to 
keep it in good condition. 

“To go on with the day. Next 
I box six rounds with Mushy 
Callahan, former welterweight

“Lunch consists of tomato 
juice, cottage cheese with pine- 
apple and sometimes cold meats. 
Four days a week, dinner consists 
of nothing but vegetables. Two 
days I have chicken, and one day 
a piece of lean meat. No bread, 
gravy, butter, deserts. 

“Somewhere in every day’s 
schedule I have to squeeze in a 
rubdown at the hands of Louis 
Hippe. 

“On week-ends I vary my 
training routine with tennis and 
a swim. I like to go out on my 
boat and sing and play the piano. 

“T’ll skip the details of my 
work before the camera, for 
that’s a long story in itself, and 
a hot one. One day, on the big 
department store set made for 
“Sing Me a Love Song,” the high- 
powered lights used to illuminate 
the sound stage brought the tem- 
perature up to 130. 

“T’ll just mention a few of the 
duties I have to sandwich in be- 
tween the hours before the cam- 
era. Of course there are rehears- 
als and the study of lines. And 
the amount of mail I have to 
read and answer is large. 

“T have to go over the script 
with writers, director and dia- 
logue director. I have to meet 
with the song writers, Harry 
Warren and Al Dubin. And I 
have to work with my accompan- 
ist, to keep my voice limbered 
up. 

“And there are usually ward- 
robe fittings. 

“The real problem is the daily 
parade of newspaper correspond- 
ents and magazine interviewers. 
But maybe you know all about 
that,” he smiled as the director 
called him to go into a scene.
